Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Britton argued that Figure 2 shows the curved surface referred 
to in claim 10. It was indicated that Figure 2 appears to be an informal rendering of the device, while the more 
accurate depiction of Figure 1 clearly shows the 3 planar surfaces. It was also indicated that the specification supports 
the top surface of the bench being formed by the 3 planar surfaces. Mr. Britton argued that the claimed arc of 25-30 
degrees, referred to in claim 15, can be realized when Figure 1 is compared to a circular outline with appropriate lines 
drawn to show the angles. It was indicated that an appropriate rendering and explanation of this should be provided 
for a proper understanding of this position. 
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
